AWFUL MASSACRE 


Of Christians in the Island 


of Crete, 


MTJSSELME3J SET FIHE TO THE 


WHOLE TOWN. 


Greece Sends Warships to 


Quell the Outbreak. 


Athens, Feb. 6.—Three-fourths of the 


Christian quarters In the city ot Canea 
have been burncti to the grround, accord- 
ing to late advl'ces received from the 
Island of" Crete. The Christiana, while 
trying to escape to the warships, were 
attacked by the Mussulman population, 
and many were killed and Injured. 
The 


total number of victims, as a'result of 
thi; recent fighting. Is estimated at 300. 


It is reported that a large number ot 


women and children have already been 
landed on the island o£ Mllo by an 
Italian cruiser. The men, in most In- 
Btur.ces, remained at Crete. They bar- 
rlcaded .their houses and made other 
preparations" for the approaching Btru^- 
Ble. 


Advices received from Crete are to the 


effect that the trouble at Canea origi- 
nated in the unfounded report that the 
Mussulmans had killed 27 Christian sen- 
tinels at Akrostri. When this report was 
received, tie vali ordered the troops to 
proceed to the defense of the Christian 
villages. The troops were attacked, and 
It Is reported that 20 persons were killed. 
Several villages were destroyed by fire. 
Canea Itself Is In a state of complete re- 
volt. The Mussulmans, It Is claimed, in- 
stituted the attacks upon fje Christians 
and commenced the, discharge, of fire- 
arms. A considerable number "of per- 
sons periBbed In the conflict. Finally. 
It was observed, The soldiers thernsclves 
fired from the ramparts on the heads o" 
the Christians. The Mussulmans set fire 
to the quarters occupied by the Chris- 
tians, and the flames were visible from 
the warships of the powers anchored in 
the harbor. The flames appeared'to be 
spreading In the direction of tire palace 
of the archbishop and the Greek schools. 
The commanders of the Italian and 
French gunboats attempted to stop tha 


and landed small" detachments 


of soldiers for the purpose of protectin 
the telegriph offices. The Christians at 
Halepa sought the, j^uge at the office 
of the foreign consOTs, and on board the 
Eurt boats.

THE OPINION OF PROMINENT 


IABOB, LEADERS, 


Favors 
Co-operation With 


the New Institution. 


The new textile school i» rapidly grow- 


ing Into popular favor and Tory sooti the 
time can be foreseen when it will outgrow 
its present quarters In the Parker block. 


But the projectors of the school are 


shrewd men and already it Is said prelimi- 
nary arrangements are under way for the 
erection of a new ^school building when 
needed and the Bite already eeleoted. 


At present it has been necessary to en- 


gage extra assistance owing to the large 
number of applicants at the opening, 
There are now IS day pupils 10 ot whom 
are from thla oity one being the son of a 
mill agent and-the others from Fall River, 
Boston, 
New 
Bedford aod Waltham. 


There were bat few female applicants, the 
fair sex evidently preferring to wuic until 
the sch'ool ha» rnu along successfully for 
ifome time. 
' The day cladjes, however, will not com- 
pare with those of the evening when the 
latter get In operation nor are they as 
important for upoa the suijnesa of the eve- 
ning classes depends principally the suc- 
cess of the school. The main purpose . ot 
the school ostensibly is to educate the 
children of mill, operatives and unless a 
large number such classes are benefited 
the work of the school will have gone for 
nnught. 


Professor Broota, tlia superintendent of 


the textile school estimates that the eve- 
Ding classes.will be many times larger 
than those of the day. 


An examination ot applicants for the 


evening classes waj held recently and It 
was taken by 125 piople abou£ 100 of 
whom were operatives, baclc boys, spin- 
ners, weavers, second hnnda, ete. 
There 


was one mill superintendent among them. 
The questions put to them were inch that 
nearly everyoue who took tha examina- 
tion passed successfully.

He said:

tablishment of a Tratile school was first 
branched it was taken In charge exclusive- 
ly by mill agents, who after dliicusainp the 
feasibility of starting such a schoollu 
Lowell, formed 
a corporation :umong 


theiaselvas, admitting, perhaps as a mat- 
ter of courtesy, the secretary of the hoard 
of trade nnd one business man as trustees. 
In their discussions prior.to the incorpor- 
ation of Ihe trustees, they sought no opiu- 
ions from men who do the'reul-meuhanlcal 
labor—the -operatives. And when, too, 
the trustees were uamud, there was no 
representative 
of 
the lahoriug • classed 


among thorn. 


There was but one conclusion and it 


was accepted as a reasonable one by all 
laboring men and that w:is, that the tex- 
tile school was being organized for the 
heaent of the sous and daughters of mill 
magnates, mill bosses, stockholders and 
the like. 
Now, the experience of years 


has taught the laboring man that the mill 
magnate has nothing .In common with him 
and that what is for the mill magnate is 
not for the mill operative, aud hence 
when at si meeting of the' Central Labor 
union soma time flffo, the subject waa in- 
troduced by a member lor discussion, it 
hadn't a real friend In the organization, I 
took the floor aud argued against It on 
the ground that It would work to the dis- 
advantage of the workingman's son. 
But 


then we were willing to tiee it in opera 
tlon before condemning it entirely and if 
it accomplishes what the projectors pro- 
pose namely, to benefit our young men, 
every laboring man in town will bo 
heartily in favor of it. - Since I have 
learned that a large number of operatives 
are to enter the evening class, J have 
changed my opinion ot it and um now 
strongly Ln favor of thfl textile school." 


Louis TV. 'Weeki. 


Louis W.'Weeks, president of the Cigar- 


makers' onion, ex-president of the Cen- 
tral Labor union, and district organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor, when 
asked what he thought ot the Textile 
school, said: 


"I believe in the intention of the school, 


but not in its practise so far as I have ob- 
served it. The construction ot the laws 
governing it, the action of those in charge 
of It and in fact everything connected 
with it up to date tends TO make laboring 
men oppose It, proves by. the manner in 
which it 
is progressing 
that 
it Is 


not for the working man. 
Of course 


there will be some poor people fortnnate 
enough to gain admittance to the school; 
but I believe the Lowell Textile school is 
similiar to the West Point academy, In

THE OPINION OF PEOHIlfENT 


LABOR LEADERS. 


Favors Co-operation With 


the New Institution. 


A Sun reporter interviewed President 


Win. Buckley of tho Central Lahor Union 
on his attitude to the Textile school. 


Mr. Buckley is one of the (oremoat luhor 


men in town and la not only'a thinker "but

President, Ceattnl Labor Union. 


a forcible talker. He is, moreover, a man 
whose remarks generally command atten- 
tion from all. 


He said; 
'-When the subject o( the es- 


tablishment ol a Textile school was first 
broached it was taken Ln charge exalusiTe- 
ly by mill agents, who alter discussing the 
feasibility of starting such a school In 
Lowell, formed 
a corporation :among 


themselves, admitting, perhaps as a mat- 
ter of courtesy, the secretary of the board 
of trade and one business man as trnstees. 
In their discussions prior to the incorpor- 
ation of tho trustees, they sought no opin- 
ions from men who do the real mechanical 
labor — the operatives. And when, too, 
the trustees were named, there was no 
representative of tha laboring clauses 
among them. 


There was bnt one conclusion and it 


wad accepted' as a reasonable one by all 
laboring men and that was, chat the tex- 
tile school waa being organized" for the 
:benent of the sous and daughters of mill 
magnates, mill bosses, stockholders and 
tho like.

every laboring man in town -will he 
heartily In !avor ot it. Since I have 
learned that a large number of operatives 
are to enter the evening class, I have 
obangod my opinion of it and am now 
strongly In favor of the textile school." 


Michael Dugan, president of the Inter- 


national Cotton Spinners' union, said: 
"I have raad in the Bun where one ot the 
promoters of this school stated that this 
was the first case in which the ownera of 
the mills were to he benefited br first 
benefiting the operatives. .

Greece Sends Warships to 


Quell the Outbreak. 


Athens, Feb. 6.—Three-fourths of the 


Christian quarters In the city of Canea 
have been b'urnccl to the'ground, accurd- 
Ing to late advices received from the 
inland of Crete. The Christians, while 
trying to escape to the warships, were 
attacked by the Mussulman population, 
and many were killed and Injured. Tlie 
total number of victims, as'a result OL 
Hie recent fighting-, is estimated at 
3CO. 


It is reported that a. large number of 


women and children have already been 
!u.nded on the island of Milo by an 
Iialjan cruiser. The men, in most in- 
stances, remained at Crete. They bar- 
ricaded their houses and rr.ads other 
preparation* for the approaching strug- 
gle. 


Advices received from Crete are to the 


erf eel that the trouble at Canea origi- 
nated In the unfounded report that the 
Kussulma.ns had Icllled £7 Christian sen- 
tinels at Akrostri. When this report was 
received, the vail ordered the troops to 
jiroceed to the defense of the Christian 
villages. The troops were attacked, and 
it is reported that -*0 persons were killed. 
Soveral villages were destroyed by lire. 
Canea itself \s in a state of complete re- 
v»Jt. The Mussulmans, it Is claimed, in- 
stituted the-attacks upon ^ie Christiana 
and commenced thc4 discharge of fire- 
arms, A considerable number oC per- 
sons perished In the conflict. Finally, 
it was observed, the soldiers themselves 
fired from the ramparts on the hcad^ of 
the Christians. The Mussulmans set ;1re 
to the quarters occupied by the Chris- 
tians, and the flames were visible from

practically paid for a.ll of this plant? 


Mr. Schwab—No, sir. it is not true, be- 


cause the profits have been calculated 
on a. false basis. "We cannot show you 
that without showing you our books. 
We have refused to show them, for a 
good many reasons. We oannot show 
them to anybody, but it Is absolutely not 
true. In no branch of our business do 
wo consider our money as poorly In- 
vested as in armor. There is no branch 
of the business that has given us so 
i:iuch trouble, so much worry, and In 
which we thlnlt we have auch. a poor 
outlook aa 
tve have In armor. So 


strongly do we feel on this point that 
there ig nothing which would please us 
better, and, we are thoroughly in earn- 
est, when we say that we wiyjld like for 
the government to take our*p"lant. We 
have undoubtedly the best plant In the 
>wor/d. 


Benatqr Smith—At what cost do you 


suppose? 


Mr. Schwab—"We will fbc the value by 


arbitration, the value of the plant and 
the proceses and everything. They are 
all subjects of arbitration and valua- 
tion. 


Senator Smith—Let me ask whether 


your plant la so separated from your 
other works that it could be sold to the 
government? 


Mr. Schwab—It could be. It is divid- 


ed; it is so situated. We have, perhaps, 
the best situation in the United States 
for armor makinrr. We are in the natu- 
ra^ gas district, where he have natural 
r??s for fuel. We have $3,000,000 invest- 
ed In natural gas. and1 we would supply 
you with gas at fixed prices, to be de- 
termined by arbitration. 


Mr. Schwab said that the navy de- 


partment estimate was about 21% per 
cent too low on original material; that 
the cost of fuel, heating-, forging-, bend- 
ing and harveylzing v/as estimated at 
only about 30 percent of what it actually 
ly, and the cost of labor at about 40 per 
pent. 


Mr. Frick, in his letter, said the orlg-ln- 


al cost of the Carnegie armor plant was 
over 54,000,000. and he advanced the Idea 
that the government could not duplicate 
it for less than $5,000,000. 


President Lindesmari of the Bethle- 


hem works took exception tcfSecretary 
Herbert's estimate of the profits of tha 
cumpany. He declared that tj?elr armor 
plant, instead of costing only 53,357,000, 
a? estimated by the department, had not 
cost less ihan ?C,551,000. He said that 
for the period from 1S89 to 1896, both In- 
cIuFive. the gross receipts of the com- 
jiany were $46,000,000, of which only ?G,- 
750,000 was from armor, and a.dded that 
the dividends of the company never ex- 
ceeded 12 per cent.

I estimated that 
cost according to the reports made by 
ufllcers who were Bpeclally charged with 
observing", so that they might accurate- 
ly report the price of labor, the price 
of material, the amount of materials and 
all that." 


The secretory said that, in his opinion,

For wnoks past, prominent citizens, 


mnn who desire employment, and old 
hands who had labored for years in the 
street department and were laid off to 
make room for new comers, have besieged 
Mnyor 
Courtney's 
office, and 
racited 


stories of injustice and mismanagement in 
the street department. At first the mayor 


S inclined to helieve that the reports 


he received were exaggerated, and actu- 
ated possibly by personal motives, or tup- 
posed personal grievances. 


Realizing tiiat 
his 
obligations and 


pledges to tha 
people demanded ac- 


tion or at least investigation, he made in- 
quiries, and obtained information which 
revealed to him a gigantic plot to turn the 
entire street department into a great 
political ring, for the lutherance of Supt. 
Cheney's personal ends, and his perpetua- 
tion in office. 


Tho scheme was well arranged, well 


managed, and everyone concerned felt 
huppy. They were happy in -what they 
hud, but not contented by any means. 
Sitpt. Cheney felt the uncertainty of his 
position, and realized that his only hope 
and salvation, rested in the diplomacy of 
his crafty deputies and his own ability to 
retain his votes, by making good his 
promises.

•'reasons" in themselves would be an ex- 
posure of his methods. 


The mayor was not in his office yester- 


day, 
but Sec. Heunesuy was seen and 


said: 


"I have heard the mayor speak on the 


matter, and the information Supt. Cheney 
has sent him is not satisfactory, nor is it 
what he asked for. 
It would surprise you 


to know the people who have called here 
the past few days to protest ngalnut the 
management of the street department. 
They complain that Supt. Cheney, in ex- 
change for their votes,has placed positions 
in tha street department at tha disposal of 
members of the . city council. 
And they 


have availed themselves of his proposi- 
tion , it seems. 


"His Honor la indignant and intends to 


conduct a thorough Investigation. You 
understand that the new charter explicitly 
Btates that a member o( the city council 
nhall not, directly or indirectly, seek posi- 
tions in the city departments, and that 
heads of departments alone shall engage 
employes. 


"I believe the mayor will make another 


formal demand on Supt. Cheney lor infor- 
mation. 


"The reports submitted to this office in- 


dicate a surprising condition ol affairs,and 
a'a unwarrantable effort on Supt. Ohoney's 
part to continue in office." 
. It is also stated that reports have 
reached the mayor that men not voters in 
this city and not even citizens, have been 
given employment, while men with famil- 
ies were refused an opportantty to provide 
[or the little ones at home. 


Should Mayor Ouurtney commence an 


investigation and I have not the slightest 
doubt that he will, he will not lack ma- 
terial to assist him. 


There are scores of men who will volun- 


teer information as to the management of 
this department and the method of obtain-' 
Ing employment, from personal observa-) 
tion and experience. 


If the decision in the Bray-Varnnm cas»
